INTRODUCTION—Authority is a 
i great word. 
It has various shades 
of meanings. 
We find authority 
jin various types of governments 
In the United States we find the 
authority resting in the people. In 
j other countries, 
authority 
rests 
within individuals. 
In the social world there are 
leaders who are authorities, be­ 
cause they have studied and pre­ 
pared themselves for their parti 
cular fields of labor. 
In the realm of Christianity there 
is only one authority. 
That rests 
within Jesus Christ. ‘‘AII authority 
in heaven and rn earth” have been 
invested in him. 
No individual 
within any earthly church has any 
authority, except that which has 
been 
given by our 
Lord Jesu^ 
Christ. 
I AUTHORITY OVER THE 
TEMPLE (V. 12 21) 
See Jesus in all his righteous 
indignation cleansing the temple. 
i Those worldly minded people had 
j turned the temple into a place of 
j graft. Money changers were cheat- 
jing and lying 
There was buying 
and selling. God’s house had been 
, turned into a moral pigsty. 
No 
wonder Jesus lashed forth in all 
his righteous fury. 
If you have ever thought of Jesus 
j as being a sickly, weak, anemic 
person; then think again. See him 
driving these evil men from the 
Temple. 
Only Jesus, the Son of I 
God had the authority to do thi.v 
Jesus left them and walked about 
four mile down to Bethany 
Mary, 
Martha and Lazarus lived there, 
He was hungry. He saw a fig tree 
which had no fruit. 
He cursed i» 
with the authority that only Jesus 
could have. 
I hat fig tree was like 
a lot of people today who bear no 
fruit for Christ. 
II CONTROVERSY IN THE 
TEMPLE (V 23 46) 
Jesus’ authority was questioned 
These Pharisees 
had made up 
their minds to destroy Jesus, Luke 
tells us. 
They let Jesus introduce 
himself as the Son of David. Then 
these Pharisees raised some ques 
tions: 
What right did He have to drive 
folks from the temple? 
By what 
authority did he claim to be King 
of Israel? Who said he was, ‘ Son 
of David?” 
Je»u« replied by naming a que*- 


! tion. “ The baptism of John—was 
1 it from heaven, or. men‘>” Jesus 
had them trapped. If they answer­ 
e d , “from heaven,” 
then Jesus 
would ask why they had not been 
baptized by John 
If they answer­ 
ed, “ from men,” then they would 
raise the temper of the people. 
They could not answer. Jesus re­ 
served the right to refuse to an­ 
swer their question. 
He had the 
authority! 


CONCLUSION (PARABLE OF 
THE TWO SONS—V. 28-32) 


The father told one son to go 
and work in his vineyard, and this 
son rudely refused. 
He told the 
other son to do the same work, and 
he said hi would go. However, the 
first son repented and went to vine 
yard to work, while the second son 
never did do what he promised to 
do. 
Jesus told these people that the 
harlots and publicans would make 
it to heaven before the religious 
leaders (Scribes and Pharisees) 


' would. 
Why? Because those har 
lots and publicans had repented 
and gone to God’s vineyard to 
work, 
while 
those Scribes and 
Pharisee! were only pretending to 
work for God. 
In which group do you find your­ 
self? Are you obedient to tile call 
of God, or, are you only pretend­ 
ing to serve Him?
